Washington, Aug. 
10.—An agree­ 
ment has been reached 
between the 
Sp anish government and the United 
States regarding all p eace p rop ositions.

p eace between the two countries in a 1 
the details is being p rep ared and, in 
fact, has beeu fully agreed up on by 
both governments. 
This is authorita­ 
tively stated by the secretary of state, 
who sp ates that Sp ain ha- virtually ae 
cep nd ail the p rincip al terms of Presi­ 
dent McKinley's ultimatum. 
The indications clearly p oint to the 
fact that p eace will be established in a 
day or two and hostilities ended soon 
with no further trouble in that behalf.

Hosp ital and sanitary work will give 
emp loyment to but an infinitesimal frac­ 
tion of the p atriotic American women. 
What shall the groat majority of us do 
to help our country? 
What if each of us should resolve to 
keep the shadow of the war as far as 
may he out of our minds and houses and 
hearts? 
Why? 
Because, for one reason, we women 
are more intemp erate haters than na n. 
Those of us who were old enough du r­ 
ing the civil war to understand its ef 
foots up on the social life of the nation 
will remember that one of its worst re­ 
sults was the dull misery of our home 
life in the north and south. 
And this 
was due not so much to p overty nor to 
anxiety nor even to grief for tho dead 
as to the bitterness with which the 
women took up the quarrel. The home- 
staying wife and mother in Vermont- or 
Georgia regarded her foes as monsters 
and hated them accordingly. 
The non 
combatant is always more vindietivi 
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hav* a light, harnesslike arrangement 
p a-sing over their shoulders, with a 
belt about the waist. From this harnes.- 
a long strap runs downward from the 
shoulder, terminating in a snap catch. 
There is aLo a shorter strap from the 
shoulder, terminating similarly, and a 
short strap is attaehed to the belt about 
the waist.

S t a t u t e * on W o m e n . 
Some interesting statistics have lately 
been comp iled showing the p rop ortion 
of women among tin* inmates of the dif- 
fereir state p risons. 
The figures are 
taken front the United States e. nsus of 
1890. 
Omitting fractious, they are as 
follows: 
In the District of Columbia women 
constitute 17 p ercent of the p risoners; 
in Massachusetts and Rhode Island, 14 
p ercent.; in New York, 18; in Louisi­ 
ana. 12; in Virginia, 11: in New Je r­ 
sey. 10; in Pennsylvania and Mary­ 
land, 9; in Connecticut, 8; in Ala­ 
bama, New Hamp shire, Ohio and South 
Carolina, 7; in Florida, Maine, Missis­ 
sip p i, New Mexico and Tennessee, 6;
